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Schools to get new technology upgrades

The Romulus School District secured more 
than $1 million in purchasing power this week 
with the approval of a new technology program. 

The E-rate agreement will allow the district 
to purchase computers, peripherals, software 
and other equipment that will streamline busi- 
ness for both employees and students, said 
Superintendent of Schools Carl Weiss. 

“E-Rate will give us the opportunity to pur- 
chase equipment using a government dis- 
count,” he said. “It will give us an opportunity 
to gain $1 million in purchases for a lot less.” 

The E-rate is a private-public program 
designed to spur technology access at schools 
and libraries. The program was originally cre- 
ated for higher education entities, but has 
rapidly regenerated as the need for technology 
increases in the K-12 school environment. On 
some equipment, discounts of up to 70 percent 


will be available, according to district esti- 
mates. 

The contract approved by the district allows 
expenditures of up to $450,000. The equipment 
purchased under the plan will be used in class- 
rooms and district offices, Weiss said. 

Technology — as it related to school budgets 
and unpredictable funding scenarios — has 
been a concern for the district, especially as 
computer and the Internet have been integrat- 
ed into education. 

Weiss said that although the district has 
invested in upgrades, keeping up with equip- 
ment and software needs has been a non-stop 
problem. Weiss said that the cost of licenses, 
repair and upkeep are almost insurmountable 
for the district. 

“Tf we didn’t have this agreement, there 
would be no way for us to make the kinds of 
upgrades we're making,” he said. 

The upgrades will make doing business easi- 
er for students as well. Students will be able to 


log into a network set up by the district for 
quick access to information used in their stud- 
ies, Weiss said. 

Board president Ken Meinkiewicz said he 
believes the upgrades will help students. 

“There’s so much of an emphasis on com- 
puters these days,” he said. “The discount pro- 
gram will help us get what we need.” 

The login process for students in all grades 
will likely change because an entirely new net- 
work will be in place. 

Planning for the new computers and other 
items is already under way, and most of the 
work will be ongoing by the time school ends 
this spring. 

Weiss said he believes the work will be 
entirely completed by the start of the new 
school year in September. He does acknowl- 
edge that installing equipment can be unpre- 
dictable, however. 

“We're going to work hard this summer in 
the hopes that will happen,” he said.

Several situations have led 
Romulus residents to seek the 
services of a food bank. Hurt said 
most are residents who have had 
difficulty obtaining employment, 
people who have obtained 
employment after a long period 
without a job, and disabled or 
elderly people who are ona 
fixed income, and cannot afford 
to purchase food, Hurt said. 

The food bank is essentially 
set up like a grocery store, so 
that residents can pick up the 
types of food they need — within 
certain pre-determined limits — 
and take it with them, Hurt said. 

“We didn’t want to get into 
telling people what they should 
eat,” she said. 

The food bank, with only a 


about limited opportunities for 
students to repeat required 
courses they failed during the 
school year. 

Trimesters mean classes will 
change three times during the 
school year. Most students will 
carry a course load of about five 
classes versus six, and class ses- 
sions will be longer to make 
sure the amount of material 
covered by instructors is not 
compromised, according to the 
district plan. 

In the past year, several dis- 
tricts have either implemented 
trimesters or resolved to devise 
a plan to do so for the 2008-09 
school year. The districts of 
Garden City, Westwood, 
Dearborn 7, Trenton and 
Lincoln Park implemented 


few exceptions, will be open 
specifically to Romulus resi- 
dents. The exceptions would typ- 
ically be considered extreme, 
Hurt said. 

“We will evaluate that as we 
go,” she said. “We did have a 
women who came here from 
Florida to get away from an abu- 
sive husband, and we gave her 
food. It’s hard to turn people 
away. 

“We also had a women who 
didn’t live here, and who was 
burned out of her home, and we 
helped her,’ Hurt added. 

The food that the church 
gives away is provided by the 
congregation, which Hurt said is 
committed to feeding the hungry 
in the city. 

“We have a box set up for 


trimesters this year. District offi-

During the last year, district 
officials formed a committee 
comprised of members of the 
central office staff and educa- 
tors at the high school to deter- 
mine if trimesters would work 
at Romulus High. Informational 
meetings for staff members took 
place so they understood the 
impact trimesters would have 
on their work, said Weiss. 

Board members unanimous- 
ly approved the new plan after 
learning more about it from 
high school principal Dan 
Hurst, who led the research 
team and presented his findings 
to the board two weeks ago.

Wayne City Council members heard a proposal Monday night for a 
major renovation at the Wayne Community Center. 

The $1.5 million investment would update many features at the 30- 
year-old building and provide for a more efficient use of space. It's a 
response to developing trends in the fitness field and will make the 
facility much more friendly to handicapped users. 

Those are just some of the reasons it’s a good idea. 
~ We understand that this is a difficult economic time. We under- 
stand that it will ultimately represent additional expenditures from 
the general fund. We still think it’s important to keep the facility com- 
petitive with surrounding recreation centers. We think it’s important 
enough, in fact, for the council to include the alternative proposals in 
with the initial plan. Those include an estimated $143,000 to develop a 
new control desk and more open lobby heading into the Recreation 
and Exercise Club (REC) area of the community center and an addi- 
tional $91,000 for a new electronic message sign out front. 

The electronic message sign might sound like a frivolous expense, 
but it’s not. The existing sign is from the original building, too, and it’s 
the first impression many people get of the community center. It does- 
n't matter how many improvements are made inside the facility if 
people aren't interested enough to go inside. 

When added into the overall project cost, they’re a negligible 
amount, considering that the project will be financed through munici- 
pal bonds that the city will repay for 20 years. It’s a relatively small 
additional investment that will bring about much greater returns. 

For years, Wayne has been at the forefront of providing recreation- 
al amenities to residents. The park system, community center, ice rink 
and aquatic center—not to mention the department itself—is among 
the best in Wayne County. The bond payments may stretch the general 
fund budget—and for that reason we hope the improvements don’t 
require additional staffing—but proper planning can alleviate that 
strain. We think this is an important project, worthy of all the bells 
and whistles. Wayne residents deserve no less. 


Talk about perfect timing 


At a time when the Van Buren School District is dealing with a rash 
of teen violence, Martin Luther King II brought his message of peace 
and understanding to the community. 

That's good timing, if we’ve ever heard it. ; 

King visited the Wayne County Community College District western 
campus in Belleville and made himself available to students there. 
The event was hosted by the Van Buren School District in conjunction 
with the Belleville Area.Chamber of Commerce, the POWER Centre 
Church International and the Wayne County Community College 
District. 

School Superintendent Pete Lazaroff called it a powerful, positive 
event, and something the district hopes to build on in the future. 

“He set the tone and high water mark that we will aim to match at 
future diversity events,” he said. 

We hope that is indeed the case. King’s message of nonviolent con- 
flict resolution could come in particularly handy in a few weeks, when 
a parent group hosts an anti-gang forum in response to violent acts 
that have taken place at the high school. Those acts caused the cancel- 
lation of spirit week activities and ultimately caused a member of the 
school board to transfer his daughter from the district high school. 

These actions will only get in the way of the overall educational 
atmosphere at the school, negatively impact the entire student body 
and make the upcoming school bond a tough sell for district officials. 

The parents are taking the right approach in this; it’s only through 
proactive actions. District officials can only do so much. This type of 
battle must begin at home.

Wayne City Manager John Zech has been fielding 
phone calls recently about the city’s position on 
Community Living Services. 

The firm owns and operates out of the old Metro 
Place Mall, a prominent building within the down- 
town area. 

Zech’s response, he said, has been emphatic: 

“Tt’s the same as it always was,” he said. “We want 
them to stay!” 

The discussion came up again last week during a 
goal-setting session for the Wayne City Council, when 
Zech pointed out that the company was the largest 
employer in the downtown area and had brought 
several spin-off businesses to town—not to mention 
the employees and clients that patronized down- 
town restaurants. 

Coupled with the fact that the company pays 
more than $120,000 in taxes, the question should be: 
why wouldn't anyone want them to stay? 

This, I believe, was lost in the translation of a few 
recent stories about downtown development and 
perhaps a column or two I’ve written within the past 
month or so.

Still a long way to go, baby 


We’re not as progressive as we'd like to think, in 
Michigan or anywhere else. 

Women have entered the man’s world in droves 
during the past 30 years, and that includes elected 
politics. 

But when it comes to how women are treated in 
the arena, there’s quite a bit of growth that needs to 
occur. 

In Michigan, this is especially true. We have a 
female chief executive, Gov. Jennifer Granholm. 
Also, presidential candidate and former first lady 
Hillary Rodham Clinton recently won the state of 
Michigan Democratic primary, even though it was 
largely symbolic. 

But the commentary about both women, espe- 
cially on the local Internet blogs, seems to focus less 
on the politics of the day and more on the women 
themselves. In fact, it seems to come right out of the 
1960s. ; 

There seems to be a palatable resentment 
among the electorate of the women that is not 
based on their actual skills or accomplishments. 
Both are referred to often by their first names, 
sometimes even a nickname that they don’t use, like 
“Jenny.” 

It may not seem like much, but it’s a mark of dis- 
respect that’s not reserved for male politicians. 
John Englér, the paunchy, balding, middle-aged for- 
mer Michigan governor, was never called ‘Johnny’ 
by anyone — even those who disagreed with his poli- 
tics,

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Construction could change traffic flow

The flow of traffic on Liberty 
Street in Belleville could change 
as part of the upcoming Main 
Street project. 

Currently, Liberty Street down- 
town is a one-way road from Huron 
River Drive to Columbia Street. 
Once the downtown redevelop- 
ment Main Street project is in the 
works, the change from one lane to 
two may be necessary, according to 
officials. 

“We need to think about open- 
ing South Liberty to allow traffic to 
come around,” said Councilman 
George Chedraue at a recent coun- 
cil meeting. “We need to have a 
discussion on making Liberty two- 
way at least until Main Street is 
fixed. 

Mayor ProTem Rick Dawson 
said he’s definitely in favor of mak- 
ing Liberty Street a two-way road 
and leaving it that way. 

“The curbing will have to be 
taken out, there’s a telephone pole 
with a street light in the way and 
we have to consider what kind of 
parking there will be at Victory 
Park,” Dawson said. “Is there 
enough room to have two-way traf- 
fic and parking? That’s something 
we need to consider.” 

Belleville resident Kim Tindell 
said in theory, opening up Liberty 
Street might help, but overall she 


feels it’s a bad idea. 

“As often as I drive through it, I 
think it’s a bad idea to make it a 
two-way because there’s not 
enough time to re-route the roads 
properly,” she said. “It’s (Liberty) 
iffy now and this would cause 10 
times more congestion with the 
Five Points intersection.” 

Dawson, who lives near the 
area, said ever since Liberty Street 
was made into a one-way, it’s been 
a problem in the neighborhood. 

Belleville Police Chief Gene 
Taylor said the reason Liberty was 
designated as a one-way street was 
a response to concerns of South 
Liberty residents about drivers 
crashing off of Savage Road, he 
said. 

“The residents got a petition for 
the one-way and the parks commis- 
sion took the opportunity to put in 
parallel parking, too,” said Taylor. 
“There will be costs for a two-way 
street 

“We're not shutting down Main 
Street totally,’ he added. “For one 
week, I don’t see us spending 
money to alter that street; it’s an 
added expense. Traffic on South 
Liberty will be less, too, during the 
summertime when the schools are 
out so we have to take that all into 
account.” 

Dawson said officials have to do 
everything in their power to help 
people get to downtown Belleville 
during the construction season. 


“What’s the easiest way to get 
people downtown for business?” 
he said. 

Taylor said people take the par- 
allel roads now, like High Street, so 
they don’t have to go through the 
Five Points intersection. 

“We need to find out how much 
this would cost before we make 
any decision on this,’ said 
Councilman James Shrove.
